1 BROKEN RAIL 


Causes a Bad Accident on the Big Four 
Railroad. 


St. Louis, Mo., February 8.—A. Big Four 
passenger train No. 12, which left here at 
7:55 o' clock last night in charge of Conduc- 
tor Fiwzerald, was wrecked by a broken 
rail one mile east of Pana, III., at 11:10 
o’clock last night.

We referred yesterday to a letter re- 
ceived from Mr. W. S. Williams, of the 
Union League Club, of New York city, in 
regard to the financial ‘situation. The 
comments made on it were neéessarily 
limited to a very brief consideration of 
the subject, but the questions he put to 
The Constitution go deep, and are ex- 
eeedingly suggestive. Referring to the 
fact that the farmers are in debt, Mr. 
Williams says: “Whose fault is it? They 
borrowed somebody’s money; now, why 
do they complain? What do they want?’ 

We get here, in short order and without 
any confusing preliminaries, to the very 
marrow of the subjuct.. Our republican 
correspondent has managed to put his 
hand exactly on the trouble that has 
grown serious enough to threaten parties, 
and that is growing more serious every 
day. It is not only the farmers who are 
concerned, but it is all the people who 
owe money—all the people whose condi- 
tion is affected by the prosperity or the 
lack of prosperity in the vast agricultural 
regions of this country. 

“Why do the farmers complain?” asks 
Mr. Williams. They do not complain be- 
cause they are under the necessity of 
paying the debts they have contracted, 
but they do complain because the dollar 
in which their debts must be paid has 
gone on increasing in value. A dollar is 
still a dollar in the payment of debts, but. 
it is more than a dollar when a farmer 
comes to purchase it with his cotton, his 
wheat, his corn, or any other product of 
his farm. This fact is illustrated every 
day in the year, and it is so practical 
and persistent in its operations that no 
farmer of ordinary sense can fail to see 
it and trace it to its source.

‘Our Goid Exports. 

It is not at all strange that the mono- 
metallists do not agree among themselves 
in regard to the real cause of the con- 
tinued exports of gold. It is not «range, 
for the reason that no particular mono- 
metallist agrees with himself on the sub- 
ject. At one time, the majority of them 
attribute the movement to the silver act, 
but as soon ag the fact is recalled that 
we have imported considerable gold un- 
der that act, and that everybody who is 
willing to go to the trouble of doing so 
can import gold under that act tomor- 
rw, there is a considerable stir and flutter 
in the camp, and a mew peg is chosen 
to hang this somewhat battered hat on. 

The gold is exported by individuals, and 
it stands to reason that if they wanted 
it worse than Europe does they would 
keep it. In point of fact, however, they 
are receiving in return for the gold 
something that they value more highly, 
and the silver act has no more to do with 
it it were in operation on the 
moon. It might just as well be said that 
the silver act is responsible for the impor- 
tations of gold last year, but, us nobody 
says that, the paradox seems to be safely 
hid from view. nie 

We are of the opinion that one of the 
reasons for the continued export of gold 
Hes in the fact that the monometallist 
organs their clamors, intended to in- 
fluence gress, have succceded in thor- 
oughly alarming the holders of American 
securities abread, and they have thus, 
to a certain extent, been the means of 
bringing about the very result they have 
been predicting. But, if the securities 
were not regarded here as more valuable 


than gold, there would be no exportation 


of gold. 
The Boston Herald, which is edited 


to seek remedies in various directions 
that do not promise well. These move- 
ments in the nature of things, will come 
to naught, but they are important as 
showing the extensive character of the 
foment. It is not confined to the farms 
of the agricultural regions, but has spread 
in all directions among those in pursuit 
of their daily bread. 

We repeat that the farmers of the 


country are not complaining because 


they are compelled to pay their just 
debts, but they are complaining because 
the money in which the debts are to be 
paid is continually becoming dearer. If 


Mr. Williams will take the trouble to 


compare the price of silver with the price 
of the various commodities, and then 
compare both with the value of gold, he 
will very readily see where the trouble 
lies. If he will pursue his investigations a 
little farther, he will agree with The 
Constitution that it is to the interest of 
the creditor class to make a reasonable 
and just legislative compromise with 
those who have debts to pay. Gold is 
at par with nothing else but itself, and 
it is constantly increasing in value, as 
shown by the so-called decline in the price 
of silver and other commodities. 

We think it would be wise for creditors 
to join with the conservative people of 
the country in arresting this constant in- 
crease in the value of gold by means of 
bimetallism—by carrying out the demands 
of the democratic platform. We say 
nothing of the gold monopolists. They 
are not amenable to reason. They will 
never open their eyes to the real situa- 
tion until the people take the bit in their 
teeth and turn loose the machinery of 
inflation.

The people of the south and 
west want nothing but what is reasonable, 
and that they propdse to imsist on in 
common with the people of other sections 
of the country. All they ask is that the 
financial doctrine of the democratic party 
be carried out.

There were 116 passengers killed in railroad 
accidents in the United States last year, ac- 
eording to The Railroad Gazette, against 177 
in 1891, 172 in 1890, 108 in 1889, 168 in 1888 
and 207 in 1887. The last was a year, too, 
peculiarly free from very bad aceidents—the 
worst being the collision at Harrisburg, Pa., 
in June, in which twelve persons were killed, 
and the next in importance being the one at 
West Cambridge in this state in September, 
where nine were killed. No less than 71 
of the 116 passengers killed met their death 
in accidents caused by negligence of railroad 
employes; while defects in road or equipment 
were responsible for only twenty-five fatali- 
ties to passengers. 


An eastern town some years ago was in a 
bad way, but it offered a free site, remission 
of taxes for a number of years, and assistance 
in erecting a building for a shoe factory. 
The factory started with twenty-five hands and 
now bas 1,000. As there are generally three 
inhabitants of a tow; for every workingman, 
it will be seen that the factory venture 
greatly increased population, to say nothing 
of the money they put in circulation.

As the hen put her 
foot forward, in the act of scratching, the 
end of the stick caught in the ground and when 
she made the return stroke her body was 
pushed forward by the stick, in proportion to 
the length of her stroke. It resulted, hence, 
that the faster the hen scratched the faster 
she was ‘walked’ out of the garden.“

The Governor and His Irrepressible Geor- 
gia Colonels—They Will Go to 
Washington Dead Sure.

gist. The reason there was no meeting 1

Colonel Hardeman was in Macon and 
Colonel Nesbitt, of the agricultural depart- 
ment, was away attending the meeting of 
the trustees of the state experiment. sta- 
tion. Governor Northen was not willing 
to proceed with a matter of such delicacy 
and importance without a full attendance 
of the board and for that reason, decided. to 
postpone the meeting until all the members 
could be present. 

All of the officials of the geological de- 
partment are ready to report and their re- 
ports shal] lack nothing of volume, They 
are, perhaps, the most ponderous reports 
that have ever been submitted to a state 
by any one department. It would take 
a pretty good sized freight car to hold the 
manuscript of the three geologists. 

Bearing upon the situation of the depart- 
ment, Dr. J. W. Spencer, the chief geolo- 
gist, has the following to say: 

Dr. spencer’s Card. 

Editor Constitution—It has been my -custom 
to avoid interviews regarding the geological 
survey, as it is cont to the law to give 
information until published by the board, and 
interviews at some point or other would vo- 
late the law. 

Your reporter was admitted to an interview 
for the reason that the public thought little 
work had been done, as no r t been 
published in eighteen months. ‘Thus ‘mistakes 
appeared, strengthened by the board calling 
for reports. By the interview, the survey 
was served a good turn in letting the people 
know that reports were ready last sum- 
mer, which the board decided not to pu 
lish at that time. From the political stand- 
—— it might have been better to have pub- 
ished them, from the scientific stand- 
point I wished my report postponed until the 
completion of the survey of a natural fleid. 
which was recently accomplished. With the 
postponement by the board I was fully in ac- 
cord, and the wisdom of the delay will be 
seen when the report appears. 

Beyond this question of publications I did 
not intend the futerview to go until he took 
the letterhead, bearing the small geological 
map of Georgia, which he printed. Inadvert- 
ently the subject of gold mining in general 
appeared in The Constitution. This I 
gretted, for it seemed to me that some ex- 
ceptions might be taken to it. Such ought 
not to have been the case, as no reference 
applied to north Georgia gold, where mines 
have not yet been surveyed by me. Indeed, 
the abstract remarks about the cost of gold 
mining apply to every indus:try—iron, corn, 
cotton. r. Miller (in yesterday’s Constitn- 
tion) and other gentiemen will. please under- 
stand that no reflection was made upon the 
gold of their section. It is pleasant to add 
that I have never been bitten by worthiess 
mining enterprises. 

The most natural line in which to eom- 
mence a survey was one from Etna to Car- 
tersville and thence to Cohutta mountains. 
All Georgia, west of this line, has been sur- 
veyed, and the next work in north Georgia 
will be east of this line.

Mr. L. Moses, of the Third Assistant Post- 
master General’s Office Here - He 
Will Explain the New System. 


There are only ten cities in the United 
States that have the slip receipt for regis- 
wred letters, which are delivered by the 
carriers. 

One of these ten cities is, of course, At- 
lanta, and for the very best of reason; the 
other nine «ities are New York, Boston, 
Baltimore, Grookiyn,. Rochester, Buffalo, 
Chicago and Jersey City. Heretofoce the 
delivery of -tegistercd ,catter has been a 
very slow and tedious one for the carriers. 
After receipting for the letters at the of- 
fice, they were cbliged to carry a book and 
have the person receiving the letter gn 
for it, first recording the names of the per- 
sons to vhom the registered letters were 
ad“ressed »vfore lensing the postotiice. -. 

The Constitution thus presents the first 
news of the change. 

Atlanta’s registered letter mail has been 
so large and has ir creased so rapidly that 
the postmhster general decided that a ree 
oguition should follow. He decided that 
it Was an apt time lor the new ay oteui, uu 
in consequence sent Mr. Z. Moses to this 
city to instruct the carriers as to the mati- 
ner in which the new way shall be con- 
ducted. Mr. Moses come here the first of 
the week and will remain here ‘for several 


days 

a of the delivery, Mr. E. F. 
Blodgett feels very much aggrieved at a 
statement made in The Journal, auticipa- 
ting the change of the system. The state- 
ment was tbat vor the first time in the 
history of the Atlanta postoffice, the mail 
carriers will geli cer registered letters.” 

“Why,” said Superintendeut Blodgett, 
“the carriers have beeu delivering regie- 
tered letters over since there was à carrier 
in the postoffico, which was in 1876. The 
change is one in the system of receipting 
for letters and recording the delivery of 
them. By it, the carrier will save much 
time as it does not necessitate recording 
the names of the parties to whom the let- 
owe are el before leaving the of- 

ce. 

“To give a smali idea as to how Atlanta 
stands in the matter of registered letters; 
in 1891, Atlanta, with oe -four carriers, 
received and d-livered 39,68 registered let- 
ters; the .Columbus, Ohio, postoffice, with 
forty-two | carriers, only delivered 19.420 
registered letters, or just about one-half of 
the number delivered by the Atlanta post- 
office; Grand Rapid, Michigan, postoffice 
138065 2 with t rity-three carriers, only 

ersey City postoffice, with sixty 
carriers, delivered only, in the same. time, 
14,700 registered letters; Providence post- 
office, wi fifty-four carriers, delivered only 
14,042. In Atlanta the increase in the de- 
livery of registered letters was 12,678 from 
1889 to 1891.”
